Wiley Post, round-the-world flight rec- 
ord-holder, said today, after complet- 
ing a two-hour test flight in. his 
“stratosphere plane’ that he had at- 
tained a speed of 300 miles an hour 
five miles above the earth. — 

Post was aloft two hours in the 
Lockheed plane he hopes will fly him 
to New York in less than seven hours. 

Gaining higher altitudes as he raced 
265 miles from the airport, he attain- 
ed a maximum altitude of 28,000 feet, 
when he surrendered his course to his 
radio compass. By means of the com-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(4)—A 
congress prodded by demands that it 
investigate NRA before enactment of 
a law continuing the agency probably 
will receive tomorrow from President 
Roosevelt his recommendations for a 
new recovery organization.

BERLIN CELEBRATES 


PAPAL ANNIVERSARY 
BERLIN, Feb. 17—(#)—Fervent 
homage was paid the pope and Cahol- 
icism tonight in an impressive cele- 
bration of the papal coronation anni- 
versary by 20,000 persons who jam- 
med the big Sports Palast. 
For the first time in the last two

The securities will be put on sale 
at approximately 14.000 first, second 
and third-class postoffices, and all 
fourth-class postoffices located at 
county seats on the first of next 
month. They range downward from 
$1,000, and will not be transferrable, 
but they will be redeemed for cash 
on the owner's request after 60 days. 

The face of each bond bears a table 
of redemption values which enables 
the purchaser to know its redemption 
value at all times. A new series will 
be issued on the first of every month. 

While the bonds may be issued in 
practically limitless amounts, the 
treasury has said it believes not more 
than a few hundred million will be 
sold. However, they will be “plugged” 
—the Wall Street term for a sales 
campaign, with President Roosevelt 
himself buying the first bond from 
Secretary Morgenthau. 

Through the bonds, the treasury will 
open a new field for borrowing which 
has caused billions to be a word as 
commonplace in government financing 
as millions used to be.

ABSOLUTE ZERO 
IMPOSSIBLE GOAL, 
SAVANT ASSERTS 


BEYDEN, Netherlands, Feb. 17.— 
(?)—Professor W. J. De Haas, of the 
university here, who reported reaching 
a temperature of one-five thousandths 
of a degree above absolute zero in lab- 
oratory experiments, said today, “I 
do not believe absolute zero will ever 
be reached.” 

“The present result can only be het- 
tered by the use of other and still 
unknown magnetic substances,” he ex- 
plained. “The substance I used was 
a compound of potassium, chromium 
and alum ‘with chromium as the mag- 
netic component. 

“The result improves the tempera- 
ture of Professor Kessom, who had 
seven-tenths above zero. The vacuum 
and cold obtained were more perfect 
than that in inter-stellar space.” 

Absolute zero is 499 degrees below 
the zero of a Fahrenheit thermometer. 
At that temperature all gases solid- 
ify, and all motion ceases. 

The intense cold produced in the 
Leyden laboratories may be used to 
prevent overheating in the powerful 
electromagnets that have been install- 


‘ed to tear apart the atom and learn 


the secrets of its construction. At 
extremely low temperatures electrical 
resistance becomes much less, permit- 
ting tremendous currents to flow in

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U.S. Chamber Backs Move 
To Reduce Relief Outlay 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(>)\— 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States tonight added its sup- 
port to the effort to slash $2,000,000.- 
000 from the administration’s $4,880,- 
000,000 work-relief bill. 

The chamber in a report which 
went to its members over the country 
said the “four billion dollars appro- 


ywriations for recovery and relief could | 


» cut in two, as the remaining two 
billion dollars, plus the one billion 
available for public works, would pro- 
duce sufficient funds to carry on re- 
lief on a basis comparable to the pres 
ent.” : 

An amendment which would cut 
$2,000,000,000 from the fund is pend- 
ing now in the senate. Proposed by 
Senator Adains,. democrat, Colorado, 
it has strong support from republic- 
ans and democrats who are uneasy 
over the mounting deficit, or 
the wisdom of the administration's at- 
tempt to transfer those on the dole to 
work relief. 

Although administration leaders 
said today they expected to keep the 
$4,880,000,00 intact, it was shown 
that the opposition’ to the bill has 
caused the advisability of further con- 
cessions to be discussed. 

This, some senators 
to be quoted said, was 
scheduled to be gone over at a White 
House conference today but the parley 
Was postponed. It may be held to- 
morrow or Tuesday. 

The chamber criticized the adminis- 
tration’s large expenditures generally 
and said all experience proved that 
“there must be an end sooner or 
later to government deficits.” 

“No complexities of disbursement, 
taxes, borrowings or monetary poli- 
cies can in the end prevent the neces- 
sity of facing the difficult task of 
balancing the budget,”’ the chamber's 
Statement said. 

Meanwhile, officials indicated that 
Toad building and soil erosion con- 
trol will be the first -new activities 
in the program to give work to 3,500.- 
O00 now on relief—if the bill is enact- 
ed in the form the administration de- 
sires.
